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Old Weir Bridge. This bridge connects Dinis Island 
with the mainland, and consists of two arches, only one of 
which, however, is navigable. At this point the waters of 
the Upper Lake rush down some rapids (easily negotiated 
by boatmen) for a fall of about four feet, and merge 
themselves into the Lower Lake. It is a scene of great 
beauty. 
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
